THE DECLINE OF BRITISH TRADE. 

Sir C. E. Howard Vincont, M.P., has 
addressed a letter to Mr C. Wilson’ M.P., 
in reply to his recently circulttted slate- 
ment ofhis views as vo the causu of the de- 
cline of British trade, which he attrmbutes 
to the Merchandise Matks Act.

Again, the mannor in which the British
